SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


TO THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF LANDAFF: 


The total enrollment of your schools last year was 52, 
compared to a total of 63 the previous year. The aver- 
age membership was 46.39 and the percent of attendance 
94.02. There were seven pupils attending Lisbon High 
school and one attending the junior high school in Lis- 
bon. 

This year the total enrollment is 40 with only 33 actu- 
ally enrolled on February Ist. There are nine pupils 
attending Lisbon High school and one attending the 
junior high school at Lisbon. The present enrollment 
is equally distributed among the three schools. 


Your teaching staff this year is an entirely new Ooné, 
Miss Martha Bishop of Bethlehem, a graduate of the 
elementary curriculum at Keene Teachers College is 
teaching at the Blue school. Miss Barbara Wilson of 
Newton Center, Mass., is teaching at the Ireland school. 
Miss Wilson is a graduate of the Wheelock School and 
has taught for several years in Maine. Miss Mary Green 
of Medford, Mass., is teaching at Scotland. She is a 
graduate of Lowell State Teachers College. 

Your rapidly diminishing school enrollment raises the 
question of the advisability of operating all three of 
your schools. It would seem most practical to combine 
the Ireland and Blue schools if a combination had to be 
made. It is quite likely that your State Aid allowance 
will be reduced beeause the size of your sehools is so 
small. 

Through the interest and efforts of Mrs. Sharpless the 
pupils in all of the schools are having hot soup for noon 
lunch. 

With the expectation that electricity will soon be 
available in all parts of the town the school board has 
inserted an article in the school warrant to see whether 
or not the district wishes to install electric lights in the 
school buildings. 

I wish to thank the members of the school board for 
their cooperation during the last year.
